CilKlSTlAN MISSIONS. 

It is not so long ago when it would, in 
some communities, be regarded aa an act 
of daring impiety to question the efficacy 
of Christian missions. Good people con- 
sidered it thbir duty to believe that niia- 
iiidiiarics wore filways energetic, laborious 
Kei'vants of tiio Lord and that they wore 
iiuifoniily succesaful. Although they 
wore obliged to admit that tho success of 
miasionaries auiong tho heathen near 
liomo was not by any moans brilliant, 
they believed that many converts were 
made among the lieathen of distant lands. 
TlioBu good people must be shocked to 
lind a clergyman, a dignitary of a Protes- 
tant Church, calling in question the oth- 
cacy of Cliristiaii missions. Canon Tay- 
lor in an article in the I'orlnUjhtlij Eeview, 
has presented to tho readers of that in- 
fhieiitial periodical the dark and discour- 
aging side of tho work of missions. There 
are many, no doubt, who are angry at him 
for his ill-timed and inexpedient candor, 
and he will of course bo accused of ignor- 
ance and misrepresentation. But Canon 
. Taylor, makes his atatements open and 
above-board. If he does not understand 
what he has: wriliten about he can be en- 
lightened, and if he has m&de mistakes he 
can bo corrected. It is best that tiic 
truth should be known about this as well 
as other matters even if it does happen to 
" be unpalatable and unpleasant. And we 
can conceive of no way better calculated 
to bring out the trjth than such a paper 
as Canon Taylor lias contributed to the 
Foiiniijlitlij llevietv. Canon Taylor avers 
that so far from the believers in Chris- 
tianity becoming more numerous than the 
heathen, tho heathen multiply faster 
than the Christians. - He takes the 
nou-Christian population of 'Asia and 
Afrita to be 920,000,000. Tba excess of 
- births over deaths among this heathen 
hi<8t he calculates to be eleven millions. 
So according to ordinary generation tho 
heathen of the two continents increase at 
the rate of eleven millions a year. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Maclear, the principal of a 
training college for missionaries, tho num- 
ber of converts made by all tlie misaion- 
uriea in all the hoatlion countries is 60,- 
000. So tiio liuathons get ahead of the 
missionaries 10,040,000 every year, or, as 
Oanon Taylor puts it, it would take the 
missionaries 183 years to overtake the in- 
crease of tho non-Ohristian population in 
a single year. "The missionary societies 
say wo are advancing, and so wo are. 
Biit'in spite of our advance, instead of 
overtaking the work, tlie work is over- 
taking ua. It i.s like tile t<jrtoi3e racing 
with a raihva}' train ; the longer the race 
colli iiuioa the further tlie tortoise is left 
behind." 'i'lio c.ilculations made by tho 
Canon aro curious and will be to many 
stnrtliuK. Wo have seen that, according 
to him, Christian effort is making 
but a very slight impression on the hea- 
then world and that heathendom is rapid- 
ly increasing. But admitting that it re- 
mained stationary, he says that it would 
take tho Cliiircli Missionary Society 333,- 
000 ycara to convert the world at the rate 
at which it now makes converts, and 1, 
000,000 if relapsiw were taken into ac 
count. He shows that if missionary worl 
is slow it is very e.Kpen.sive. He says last 
year in Ceylon -l^ t agents of the Church 
IMiHsionaiy .Society spent £11,003 los. 7d 
in making 190 adult converts outofa 
population of nearly three millions, but 
tho relapses were more numerous than the 
converts, so there was a decrease of 148 in 
the native Christian adherents. In China 247. 
i^ents of the Btiine.Bpoiety , spent £14,87o 
Ss. in making 167 converts out ' of a pop- 
ulation of 382,000,000. In Northern In- 
dia (Bengal, ilombay, and tho northwest 
provinces) 71') ageiit.s made 173 converts 
at a cost of £3 1,180 2s. 5d." It will be 
tliMS seen tliat tho cotu'orts cost some £00 
or £70 a piece. 'Piiii Canon goes on to 
hIiow that many (if tlie converts make very 
])iior Christiana indeed, and that a quite 
largo proportion of tliom relapse into 
heathendom. He tells a story of a quar- 
rel that took place between the nominally 
Ohristiim inhabitants of a village, and 
tint tho natives cooked and ate the bod- 
ies of the slain. This cannibalism shock- 
ed tlie native pastor, and as a punishment 
he deprived the oil'enders of church privi- 
leges. Converts are often found to be in- 
Bincoro. As long a? thoj- make any- 
thing out of the misHionariou by pretend- 
ing to bo ini|UirerH they are regular in at- 
tendance on their ministrations, but when 
tho supply of gifts falls oif they cease en 



known to be on th& enquirers lists of 
rival missionaries, and to |{o so far as to 
roproaenb himself as being converted 
saveral times and being repeatedly bap- 
tized as a fresh convert from heathenism. 
Canon Taylor finds fault with tho meth- 
ods of many of the missionaries. He 
thinks that one of tho reasons why tliey 
make bo little impression on tho heathen 
is that they do not conform to the native 
way of living. Thoy continue -to bo 
strangers among the^ppopjie^ij^hbni thoy 
desire to win over to Ohnstianityi Tho 
missionary is regarded in India, 
as Sir W. Hun tor says, "as a 
charitable Eiiiflishman ' who keeps 
an excellent cheap school, spesks the 
language well, preaches a European form 
of their old incarnations and triads, and 
drives out with his wife and little ones in 
a [lony carriage." The soldiers of the 
Salvation Army who assuniu the native 
dres-H, who go among tho peoplo as if thoy 
belonged to them, depending upon alms 
for their daily food, aro much more effec- 
tive than the Society's regular mission- 
aries. Their head, Mr. Tucker, is a sin- 
cere, self-sacriticiiig Christian, who gave 
up a lucrative post iu tlio civil service to 
labor ;uni;ng the natives of India. The 
cost of the iiiaintenaiice of a Salvation 
Ariny missionary in India does not exceed 
two shillings a week, or about live pounds 
sterling a year. Canon Taylor's paper by 
exciting enquiry and discussion, even if it 
does destroy some illusions, cannot fail to 
tlo good. It mr.y, and probably will, ex- 
pedite reforma nrhich but for it would 
long be deferred or perhaps never under- 
taken. 



A FIKST-CLASS HOTEL. 

One of the urgent needs of Victoria is a 
tirst-class hotel. The want of such hotel 
accommodation as the best class of travel- 
lers require and will have is tho only 
thing that hinders Victoria from being 
one of the most iiopular watering places 
on the continent. The scenery in its im- 
mediate vicinity and within e.-isj' reach of 
it is niagniliceiit. It lias drives such as 
but few cities can boast of. The combin- 
ation of splendid mountain scenery with 
tho advantages of .being on the sea coast 
is what few summer resorts have to offer. 
The visitor to Victoria can be one day 
climbing high and rugged mountains, and 
the next luxuriously sailing on a quiet 
sea studded with beautiful islands. The 
dweller of the cities inland and south 
escapes the enervating heat of the summer 
months by coining to this northern city 
where tho climate is delicioiisly cool 
even in the dog days, and if liia 
health or his pleasure reijnre it, he can 
remain liere until long after tho cold 
weather has set iu in places situated in 
the same parallel of latitude in tho east. 
Victoria has the double advantage of hav- 
ing a cool summer and a warm and pleas- 
ant autumn. There has not been up to 
this date sufOcient frost to kill the delicate 
plants of the flower garden; dahlias and 
rosea aro now in bloom, and plants that 
are looked upon as exotics in the east aro 
still nourishing in the open air. Visitors 
to tho watering places of the east, as .all 
know, are driven inland by the frosts and 
ohilling winds and rains of early autumn. 
Here sumnior leaves u.s very gradn.iUy, 
and our mild winter does not set in un- 
til long after tho eastern parts of the Do- 
minion and the uorth-eaatern Statea are 
buried in snow. With such a climate 
and in such a sitiiation Victoria should 
be crowded with visitors from early 
summer to late in the autumn 
But it is of little use inviting people 
to come, and describing tiio natural 
charms and advantages of tho city 
and Island if wo cannot assure them that 
thoy will enjoy here all the domestic com- 
forts, convenience and hixnriea to which 
they are accustniiiod at homo. People 
will not come to a place when tho accom- 
modations aro not up to their standard of 
comfort, or coming once, thoy will bo cer- 
tain not to return. It seems to us that 
these are good grounds for believmg that 
tho money invested in a really good hotel 
ill Victoria wouldyield a hutfdsome return. 
Its establishment, besides being profitable 
to those who built and inaintaiiicd it, 
would bo a very considerable public beiie- 
lit. A largo number of tourists now visit 
Victoria and thoy leave in it a great deal 
of money which beiieiits not the hotel- 
keepers alono, but all who do business in 
t ho city. If it were made a place of sum- 
mer resort in which numbers of rich people 
and their families lived for three or four 
months of tho your the benefits derived 
l>y the citizens generally would be still 
greater. And when we have the proi)er 
iccommodation to offer Kiiinmer sojoiirn- 
I'ls their niniiber will every year Iiecoiiie 
greater and greater. Tho natural attrac- 
tions of the city and island aro so groat 
and so varied that they have only to be- 
come known to be apjireciated and taken 
advantage of by persons from all parts of 
the continent, alw.iys provided, however, 
that wo can make them aa comfortable as 
thoy would like to be after they do oomu. 
NVe have for some years advocated tho 
orcotion of such a hotel as we and many 
others'are convinced that Victoria needs, 
hut with, so far, no result that can be 
perceived; but we are not discouraged 
Wo believe that tho advantages of having 
such an institution in the city aro so many 
and so great that the time is not far dia 
tant when eiitcrjiiisiiig men of means will 
SCO it is to their interest to give Victoria 
a really first-class liocel.

Mr. Beaumont, of Maple Bay, writes to 
a friend in this city further particulars of 

tho shooting of his son Fred, on Saturday 
last. It ajipears that the .young niiui w;iH 
ill the vicinity of (Juauiiclian Lake on 
Stamp's Hill, and, as already stated, had 
raised his rilto to slioot a ileor, wlicn a 
shot came from the direction in front of 
him, the bullet striking him in the breast. 
Young Beaumont called out in a loud 
voice, "what are you doing?" although ho 
saw no one. Me then ran about 100 yards, 
wlion he became faint and had to sildown. 
However, being a powerful young fellow, 
ho managed to walk home, a distance of 
two miles. Upon reaching his liuiiao, ho 
was conveyed to Dr. Ilowbothani's, where 
his wound was examined. The doctor 
found tho bullet had entered tho cheat 
close to the nijiple, struck a rih and 
glanced oil' under the aim, iiillicting a se- 
vere but not dangerouH wound. Mr. 
Beaumont says the coward who tired the 
shot has never come near tho house to see 
if the young man was dead or even 
'.vounded, and although some days lia\ e 
claiisod since tho shooting no one hns 
been man enough to como forward and ex- 
plain how the all'air occurred. Cunatnbles 
Kier and Mainguy have boon trying to 
find out the guilty party, but so far with- 
out success.

Until one has made a visit to tho dis- 
trict beyond .Spring Ridge, ti which Pan- 
dora street leads, he cannot have any idea 
of tho large iiuniber of residences that 
liavo been erected there during tlie last 
cou]do of years. That portion of Pandora 
street leading past tho Royal Jlosjiital 
grounds is Ithed with subst.intial rosi- 
doncos. Tn oi*der to reach tlioin it is 
necessary for teams to take a roundabout 
course, and if the street is followed, ped- 
estrians liavo to climb oviu' a rock the 
whole width of the road.

There Hliould he no 
diiUcnlty in aocuring the txm foot from the 
hoapitjil site, as it W(nild greatly enlianoe 
the value of tho iiroimrly, and it is pre- 
sumed that in the near future it will be 
sold for residential purjiosos. it is to bo 
hoped that the proposed iinprovonioiit^ 
will bo ounsummated.
